when that kingdome ſhall beginne, 
when the ende of this world, when | 
the Reſurrection , when the Iudge- | 
ment ſhall be; Non eſt viStrum noſe. 
rempora,ſayes Chriſt to his Apoſtles then ; 
and leſt ir might be chought, chart they 
| might know theſe things, when rhe 
Holy Ghoſh came vpon them , Chriſt 
denies that he himſclfe knew that, as 
Man ; and as Man, Chriſt knew more, 
rhen cucr the Apoſiles knew.

In Two hundred yecares more, he faics 
no more of it ; then he ordaines ſome 
inſticutions for their King, when they 
ſhould hauc one. Ang then 1t was 
Fourc hundred yearcs aftcr that,before 
they had a King. GoD meant from 
the firlt hourc, ro people the whole 
carth ; and Go# could hauc made men | 
| of clay, as faft as they made Prickes 
. of Clay in Egypt ; bur he began vpon 
two, and when they had becne multi+ | 
| plying and repleniſhing the Earth One 
thouſand fixe hnndred yeares , the 
| Flood waſhed all thataway, and Gop 
was almoſt to begin againe vpon.cight | 
perſons ; and they hauc ſcrud to peo- | 
ple Earth and Heauen too ; Bee not.
